The storm was the most terrific ever experi- 
enced in Verdugo Cafion, eight miles north- 
east of here. It was on the Verdugo road that 
Mrs. Brown met so terrible a fate, 

The San Fernando Valley was swept 
as..pever before by a storm. The 
old mission at San Fernando, 
about twenty-eight miles northwest of Los 
Angeles, suffered severely. Masses of the 
adobe walls were twisted out of position and 
hurled about in the wind, and the ancient tim- 
bers in the structure were wrenched out. 

At Burbank, midway between this city and 
San Fernando, the. Presbyterian Church 
was ruined. Barns and fences along the 
valley of the Los Angeles River were laid low. 
At the Los Feliz. ranch, where are the head- 
waters of the Los Angeles River, which sup- 
plies this city with its drinking water, a China- 
man was seriously injured by a falling roof 
and other Chinamen hurt by a falling timber. 

At Monrovia, fifteen miles east of Pasadena, 
the Holiness church was wrenched from its 
foundation. Part of the steeple of the Baptist 
church at this town was carried away, The 
interior of the Methodist church was badly 
damaged. 

The roof of a house in which a colored fam- 
ily lived was taken off over their heads while 
the family lay. asleep. Several barns and small 
buildings were blown over and wrecked. 
Three cars on the Rapid Transit road were 
blown from the tracks. 


At San Gabriel, ten miles nearly due

east from here, the old Mission church felt 
the full force of the wind. This old church 
has withstood the storms and earthquakes 
of 112 years. It is one of the cordon of 
churches erected by the Franciscans 
in California over a century ago. The first 
orange trees planted in California were still 
in fine bearmg condition in the gardens of 
this mission when the storm came. Many of 
the largest tree trunks were broken in the 
gale. Garvanza near Passadena sustained 
considerable loss to its fruit trees. 

Riverside, Colton, arid Redlands are believed 
to have sustained serious damage to their 
fruit crops. Riverside and Redlands are rated 
by tourists as two of the prettiest towns to be 
found anywhere. The richest and highest 
priced orange known, the Riverside navel, 
was first grown in that town. 

The damage was particularly 8 in 
the business portion of Pasadena. Central 
Colorado street presented a most unusual 
sight. In front of the San Gabriel Valley 
Bank was heaped a mass of tin. The roof of 
Williams' Hall had been stripped from 
the top of the buildmg as if it 
had been so much paper. A short distance 
west was another massive juwble of roofing 
which the wind had torn from the top of 
James Smith's Arcade Block and de- 

“posited ~~on- the  ‘seréet, where it 
could be * hauled away. On East 
Colorado street, beyond Raymond avenue, 
the greater portion of the roof over the new 
brick business block. was torn off and landed 
on the opposite side of the street. A little 
farther east the roof over Richardson’s car- 
riage shop was carried clear across the street. 

The above but hits at the damage wrought 
in the busi section. Hardly a sign was 
left standing in front of the stores. The big 
public clock was swept away. Most of the 
brick and iron roof ornamentations were 
blown down. Scores of plate glass windows 
were shattered and the telegraph, telephone, 
and electric light wires wrecked, cutting off 
local and outside communication entirely un- 
tii late in the day. 

The churches suffered severely from the 
storm. The Methodist church, which hand- 
some structure has long graced the corner of 
Marengo avenue and Colorado street, was al- 
most completely wrecked. The pastor, the 
Rev. J. W. Phelps, remained out doors with 
his family through the night, fearing that the 
parsonage which adjoins ‘the church 
would be damaged. Shortly after 3 o clock, 
when the storm had reached its height, the 
crash came. The steeple on the northwest 

‘corner was blown over. It struck the 
center of the roof, and the entire 
roof, with the steeple on top of it. 
caved into. the main auditorium, shattering 
the furniture and sidewalk beyond the possi- 
bility of repair. The damages will amount to 
from $12,000 to $15,000. 

Not many minutes later the spire on the 
Présbyterian church succumbed to the gale. 
Fortunately it fell in the direction of the 
street, so that the church suffered no other 
dainage. 

The Christian Church of South Delacy 
street was neatly demolished. Fortunately 
the roof stood firm when it struck the ground 
and formed a safe covering to most of the 
furniture. The damage will amount to about 
$5,000. 

The North Pasadena Congregational Church 
is literally razed tothe ground. The build- 
ing and furniture are a total wreck. . The 
German Church in the vicinity of the Devil's 
Gate is twisted considerably. 

A two-story buildimg on Broadway near 
| Kansas street collapsed, and a cottage belong- 
mg to T. C. Lynch was moved from its 
foundations. On Marengo evenue many of 
the fine pepper trees were destroyed. 

The Rev. James Kelso’s house, now in the 
course of construction on Madison avenue, 
was blown completely off its foundations. 
The steam laundry building on Wilson avenue 
is a total wreck. The two-story house on Lin- 

‘coln avenue belonging to Charles French was 
demolished, and F. L. Wilson’s residence on 
Fairoaks avenue was blown off is founda- 
tions. A small house belonging to Dr. 
Thomas was razed to the ground. The 
root of the car-barm was swept 
away, and numerous small buildings 
in the same vicinity were destroyed. The 
Painter escaped with but little damage. At 
the Hotel Green the guests spent several hours 
on the ground floor waiting for something to 
drop, but happily their fears were not realized. 

Asad plight was made of Chinatown, 
many of the flimsy residences quickly suc- 
cum bing to the gale. . 

Today tho streets were thronged with peo- 
ple, many of them coming in from the coun- 
try to take in the sights. The electric lights 
were not in working order tonight, whichcom- 
pelled many of the stores to close at dark. 
The wind blew briskly and the streets were 
almost deserted after sunset. 


The Storm at Albuquerque. 

Atsveuerqus, N. M., Dec. 12.—The storm 
which raged here all day yesterday has some- 
what abated. A review of its work places the 
loss at about $15,000. Last night the storm 
raged with increased intensity, traveling west- 
ward at the rate of seventy miles an hour. 
The third story of the immense flour mills 
came down at midnight with a crash. The 
roof was blown 200 feet away. The Atlantic 
and Pacific machine shops are badiy wrecked.

New Tonk, Dec, 12.—[Speciat. ]—Unless 
well-arranged plans miscarry there will be an 
official announcement within the next few 
days of the merging of the Milwaukee, Lake 
Shore and Western mto the Chicago and 
Northwestern system. There has been Wall 
street gossip to this effect for some time past, 
but tillthis week memoranda of agreement 
never got far enough along to call for initiating 
by the financial magnates interested.

TWENTY THOUSAND CASES OF THE GRIP. 


St. Louis Suffering Severely from a Return 
of the Epidemic. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 12.—[Special.]}—Dr. 
Priest, chief dispensary physician of the city, 
estimates the number of cases of la grippe in 
St. Louis at 20,000, Three hundred employés 
of one wholesale tobacco house have been 
compelled to quit work, and the disease has 
affected choir singers. While the mortality 
list does not indicate a large’ number of 
deaths from la grippe directly, a.. great 
percentage of them have been largely 
que to complications of influenza and 
chronic affections. There were thirty-nine 
more deaths during the last week than during 
the one previous, or a total of 232, an increase 
of seventy over the same period last year. Of 
the 232 deaths seventeen were from tuberculo- 
sis, twenty-three from bronchitis, sixty-five 
from pneumonia, four from diphtheria, and 
six from other, respiratory diseases. Thirty- 
four deaths were, of persons under 1 year, 
fifty-two under 5 years, and sixty-four 
over 60 years. ‘The increase in the death 
rate is principally among the latter. 
and ah examination of the burial 
certificates shows that nearly all 
died from bronchitis.or other respiratory dis- 
eases. Many local physicians upon being in- 
terviewed say that the disease is contagious 
or infectious. Nearly all are agreed that in 
form it is not as violent as it was last season; 
that the exposure, of the -person does not 
_ necessarily invite an attack, but that the mal-,

Modjeska, who was taken sick at 
Newark oa Thursday last, is at present con- 
fined to her room at the Continental Hotel 
here with a severe attack of epidemic. influ- 
enza, The lady, accompanied by her husbana, 
Count Bozenta, arrived at the Broad Street 
Depot about midday. As the disorder 
developed so rapidly during Friday, Mme. 
Modjeska was anxious to place herself, before 
she became too weak to travel, in the hands 
of her regular adviser here, Dr. Da Costa. 
The short journey from Newark to 
this city completely prostrated Mme. 
Modjeska, and she, was in a de- 
plorable condition of weakness and 
suffering great pain when the train drew into 
Broad Street Station. She was at once driven 
to the Continental and immediately put to 
bed, and Dr. Da Costa, having diagnosed the 
case as influenza, with bronchial complica- 
tions, summoned a trained nurse. 

Late tonight Dr. Da Costa considers the 
symptoms somewhat more favorrble. The 
Count Bozenta, who is in constant attendance 
at his wife’s bedside, eaid tonight that, while 
all engagements for next week must neces- 
sarily be canceled, he was hopeful that Mme. 
Modjeska would be able to resume her pro- 
fessional ene in the course of ten days 


or 50. 


AN ENTIRE FAMILY FOUND MURDERED. 


Florida Visitors Wiped Out of Existence by 
Unknown Assassins. 

Jacxsonvitie, Fla., Dec. 12,—[Special.]— 
Miss A. H. Bruce, Master Frank Packwood, 
Mrs. L. D. Hatch and her little son were all 
found murdered late this afternoon in a house 
recently hired by the Packwood family six 
miles south of New Smyrna on the east coast. 
Their throats were cut from ear to ear, and 
all had been dead apparently about eighteen 
hours. There is no clew, but tramps are sus- 


pected. 

A posse of nearly fifty men has been organ- 
ized and it started tonight on horseback and 
afoot for the scene of the tragedy.

At this writing the situation is critical and 
a riot is likely to occur at almost any minute. 
If the strikers make a raid upon the mine it 


is safe to say that not a striker will get away | 


without being killed or wounded. Sheriff 
Shores is one of the best officers and detectives 


in the West and with a posse of good men he | 


will hold the fort against ail the strikers com- 
bined. He will protect the companies’ prop- 
erty at all hazards.

The Best of Each. 


It seems to have been Messrs. Abbey and 
Grau's desire to favor no one school or nation. 
but to give the best of each. While the works 
offered have not been always judiciously se- 
lected perhaps—one or twoof them being 
hackneyed and old-fashioned—yet the réper- 
toire offered has contained a good percentage 
of standard works, and Messrs. Abbey and 
Grau deserve highest commendation for their 
endeavor to give opera not alone on the 
“stock company rather than the star 
system, but especially because of their effor' 
to give a season not extreme in being con- 
fined to the works of any one school or nation.

In certain instances 
there have been unsatisfactory elements pres- 
ent, and on one or two occasions the presenta- 
tions have not been what they should be. 

„Mignon“ was the least satisfactory per- 
forinance of the season and merited more 
severe disapproval than did the equally disap- 
pointing revival of Dinorah,“ for the dis- 
satisfaction produced by Thomas' opera was 
due to lack of proper preparation 
and rehearsals by the rformers, while 
that produced by eyerbeer’s work 
arose as much from the unsatisfactory, un- 
natural nature of the opera itself as from 
lack of ability on the part of the singers. As 
a rule, however, the performances have been 
characterized by smoothness, excellence of 
ensemble, and satisfactory interpretation of 
not alone the principal roles, but also of the 
minor ones.

His father-in-law, Gen. Joseph Beun- 
ne, and the latter’s two sons also fell victims 
to Russian 2 and on the morning of 
their death the neral’s youngest daughter 
was exiled to Siberia on account of her 
father’s participation in the revolt. 

Col. Sobieski’s mother had refused to take 
the oath of allegiance to Russia or allow her 
son to become a convert to the Greek Church, 
and for this she was banished. By the aid of 
a Polish exile committee they made their way 
to England, where the son, then 12 years of 
age, managed to escape to America by becom-

Here she took a severe cold, 
which grew worse when she came to Boston 
to attend the great dual convention of the 
World's and the National W. C. T. U. held in 
this city last month. In spite of the watchful 
care of Dr. Caroline Hastings Miss Ames 
grew worse, and when symptoms of typhoid 
fever developed was removed from the Tre- 
mont House to the Homeopathic Hoapital, 
her friend, Miss Hood, going with her- Sun- 
day last came a change for the worse and Miss 

Ames died this morning. 

Brief funeral services will be held at the 
house of Dr. Hastings, No. 160 Hunting- 
ton avenue, at 9 o’clock tomorrow marn- 
ing, and the body will be sent to Evanston, 
III., on the 10:30 train.

The husband and father is a baker and was 
absent when the deed was com mitted.

What Gen. Poe Says. 


Gen. O. M. Poe of the United States Engi- 
neering Corp3, who has had much experience 
in rock-cutting up inthe Detroit River and 
other points, says in a recent report: 

I am of opinion that rock excavation under 
water, where not subject to interruption by pass- 
ing vessels and where the material can be damped 
from ordinary dum ws, can be done cheaper 
than on dry land. The necessity for depositing 
the material on land will greatly increase the 
total cost, bat to what extent will depend on the 
condition existing at any given locality. 

Since this report was published improve- 
ments in machinery have further diminished 
the cost. and itis now estimated that rock- 
cutting in water can be dope for one-half what 
it costs on dry land.

TRACES OF ARSENIC WERE FOUND, 


What an Examination of Mrs, Barnaby’s 
Body Showed. 

Denver, Colo., Dee. 12.—Dr. Bonesteel was 
called to the witness stand again this morn- 
ing in the Graves trial, and Judge Macon 
began the crossexamination. The doctor 
said he was called to attend the sick ladies on 
the night of Wednesday, April 15. He 
visited them about twice a day until 
Mrs. Barnaby died. Mrs. arnaby 
besides 1 omy 2 ot arsenical 
8 suffered from difficulty with her 

ungs. Her heart sympathized with the lungs, 

and both were affected. A person usually 
died from fatal doses of arsenic in twenty- 
four hours, but sometimes a longer period of 
time ensues, About two grains was a fatal 
dose, When Mrs, Barnaby began to grow 
worse Friday the symptoms with whichshe was 
affected were the symptoms of an overwhelm- 
ing influence which aimed at the vital powers. 
The passive congestion was not attended with 
inflammation, but pneumonia was not always 
attended with inflammation. From the his- 
tory of the case the witness came to the con- 
clusion that congestion of the lungs was the 
cause of her death, and this congestion was 
caused by poisonusg. 

Nov, doctor,“ said Judge Macon,“ if a man 
recovers from an awful beating, and is thereby 
weakened and contracts the grippe and dies 
from it, do you say that the cause—the beat- 
ing—is the same as the poison in Mrs. Bar- 
naby’s case, the real cause of death?“ 

It is hard to tell. He may succumb to the 
beating,“ replied the doctor. 

“Mrs. Barnaby may have died from the 
disease which she was predisposed to and not 
from the other cause? 

That is true.“ 

He stated that he had been present at the 
autopsy and saw nothing to convince him that 
death was not the result of congestion of the 
lungs. It was after this examination had 
5 — made that he made a certificate to that 
effect. 

Mr. Stevens asked the witness on redirect 
examination if a man died from the shock of 
five or six bullets fired into his body, would 
he give the cause of his death as the shock. 
He answered no. 

Dr. Griffith, the third physician who had 
attended Mrs. Barnaby, was next called. He 
was of the opinion that the ladies were suffér- 
ing from irritant poison and treated them for 
such. The remainder of his testimouy was 
much the same as Dr. Bonesteele’s. 

Dr. Bucknam now took the stand. He said 
he had been a physician nine years. He per- 
formed the autopsy on Mrs. Barnaby’s body. 
From what he had heard about the cause and 
from his examination he thought the cause of 
her death was arsenical poisonmg. The im- 
mediate cause was congestion of the lungs, 

Cross-examined, he said the poison was the 
primary cause of her death. ere were other 
causes which would produce the condition in 
which Mrs. Barnaby’s lungs’ and heart 
were found. If he had not known of 
— having been taken he would have 

n at 3 loss to assign for 
the conditions. He admitted that tne lungs 
became passively congested in typhoid-fever 
and also in old age. He had found a clot in 

heart. The congestion of the lungs 

caused the clot to 

two or three days. 

on the heart, Mrs. 

Barnaby could not have lived very long. The 

only evidence of poisoning he saw at the au- 

topsy was the fatty degeneration of the heart. 

The witness said he told Mrs. Walley that he 

saw no evidence of poisoning except the de- 
generation about the heart at the autopsy. 

Dr. Eskridge was of the opinion that Mrs. 
Barnaby died from arsenical poisoning... The 
symptom of pneumonia was fever. Pneumo- 
nia meant inflammation. The clot on the 
heart was caused by the effect of 
arsenic on the heart. The arsenic 
caused both the heart and the lung 
trouble. Witness said he examined Mrs. 
Worrell yesterday morning with Dr. Grant, 
who represented the defense. He found the 
muscies of her feet very much degenerated. 
The nails on some of her toes were 
three times as thick as those on other 
toes. She had no sensation in por- 
tions of the left foot. On the right foot the 
sensation of the touch was already lost, but 
there was a numb sensation present. The 
middle toes of the ht foot were covered 
with an eruption. The inflammation of tne 
nerves is the direct cause of those symptoms. 
Only three things could have caused them. 

causes were syphilis, alcohol, and ar- 


senic. 

Witness added that one-half of the chronic 
users of arsenic suffer from inflammation of 
the extremities. In his opinion this condition 
of Mrs. Worrell was caused by arsenical pois- 
oning. Dr. Eskridge was excused. 

This completed the medical portion of the 
testimony for the prosecution, and the work of 
proving who sent the fatal bottle began. 

R. B. Carrier, a brother-in-law and stenog- 
rapher to Mr. Worrell, testified to his getting 
the package out of the postoffice and taking 
it to Mr. Worrell’s office, where three or four 
days later he opened it for Ars. Barnaby. Mr. 
Worrell said he would carry it home for 
her, and the next day after Mrs. Barnaby had 
been taken ili he was requested to hunt up 
the wrapper and stamps which had been 
thrown in the office waste basket, and did so. 
Other packages of a similar size had 
been received by mail for Mrs. 
Barnaby but he could not fully 
describe them. The defense endeavored to 
prove that the stamps saved by Mr. Worrell 
were those taken off one of the packages which 
Dr. Graves did send instead of from the one 
containing the poison. “Court then adjourned.

Dec. 12.—[Special. ]—Every new 
circumstance in connection with the disap- 
pearance of H. L. Norcross leads to the belief 
that it was he who threw the fatal bomb in 
the office of Russell Sage. His absence from 
his Somerville home and his office on Pear! 
street, Boston; his not having been in Provi- 
dence or other places where he said he was 
going; the sameness of the material in the 
Milk street tailor’s to the material of the 
clothing worn by Norcross and that taken 
from the body of the dead dynamiter—are 

‘circumstances that are hard to throw aside. 

The father and mother of the missing man 
ate convinced beyond a doubt that the body 
of the man in the New York morgue is that of 
their son. Mrs. Norcross 
cumstances of the story at her home in Bos- 
ton this morning by a neighbor. She was 
shown pieces of his clothing and identified 
them. When he left the house Thursday he 
was apparently in good spirits. He went in to 
Boston and visited his office on Pearl street. 
He wore a derby hat when heleft home. This 
he left at his office, having bought a silk 
hat, which he wore when he left Boston. 
He took great pains to conceal his identity, 
having left all papers at his office. In connec- 
tion with the silk hat it can be stated that the 
man who made the demand on Mr. Sage wore 
a Sk hat. 

Mrs. Norcross, when questioned about the 
watchchain which her son wore, said it was 
not made of links but was a sort of twisted 
chain. This describes the piece of chain found 
in the wreck. Mrs. Norcroas said her son car- 
ried a dark leather pocketbook, not a big one. 
Mr. Norcross said it closed with a flap. This 
fairly describes the pocketbook found in the 
wreck with a $10 bill in it. 

Mr. Howes, a friend of Norcross, who came 
to New York yesterday, sent word to Boston 
this morning that he positively identifies the 
body as that of Norcross. 

J. G. Pennycuck, who has an office in the 
same building where Mr. Norcross was, Knew 


the young man well. He says he frequently 


talked about elevated railroad schemes, and 
believed that he would be a rich man some 
day. He believes that Mr. Norcross thought 
so much about his plans that it became a 
mania with him. 

People who were acquainted with him can- 
not connect him with any band of bomb- 
throwers. He wasa home person, spending 
almost all his spare time with his mother. 

The condition of Mrs. Norcross is repo 
serious. 

Inspector Byrnes does not believe in the 
Boston identification of the bomb-thrower. 
To my mind.,“ said the Inspector, the 
weakest part of the identification is the fact 
that no one has been found who has seen Nor- 
cross with a beard. He is said to have been 
growing one, but the dead man had a solid 
beard on his face. I’ve heard nothing, either, 
of Norcross’ parents identifying the head, and 
it seems to me that they would come here if 
they are convinced that their son isin the 
morgue.” 

Col. Slocum, who believes that Norcross 
was the bomb-thrower, said today that Russell 
Sage has been revieving the events of his 
meeting with the dynamiter and will within a 
few days give a full ana accurate statement of 
the affair. Among other things, Mr. Sage 
now recollects that his visitor held the sachel 
in his left hand, and that he made a motion as 
if to throw it. It is evident to Mr. Sage that 
he meant to throw the sachel, jump out of the 
way, and escape, but through excitement his 
plans miscarried. Russell Sage gave out for 
publication the following card today: 

I have received telegraphic dispatches, letters 
and cards numbering nearly or quite a thousand 
from all parts of the country, including Canada, 
{ regret that I find it impossible at this time to 
give a personal acknowledgment of these mes- 
sages of congratulation and sympathy, and there- 
fore I have taken this method of expressing. my 
profoundest thanks to all. Ido not regard these 
messages as wholly personal, but 1 nevertheless 
thank those who sent them and all those who 
at the same time felt kindly for me in 
this great calamity. regard this ex- 
pression as evidence of a higner and nobler 
manhood and womanbood, whose sympathy is as 
broad as the universe. The lesson i leave to the 
pulpit, the press, to Congress and the States in 
the Union, and tw the courts, the great keystone 
of law and order and union and liberty. Further, 

to add that we should increase our faith, 
our love, our hope. our trust in the God that 
created us, the God of our salvation and redemp- 
tuon.

Mr. and Mrs. Norcross refuse to divulge its 
contents. It is said, however, that in the let- 
ter young Norcross informed his mother that 
he was going auey Thurday upon business; 
that if successful he should return Saturday 
night, but if unsuccessful he might never re- 
turn.

A South 
Water street merchant told me that, 
although he could furnish goods as cheap 
as any one, he never could a chance ata 
contract. He said that bids for supplies were 
often lower than the actual cost of the articles 
at wholesale, and that firms could not furnish 
the supplies of the kind and quality called for 
by the contracts. The contractors were evi- 
. in collusion with some employé, he 

This set me to thinking, and I shall put 
an end to the collusive influence, and I have 
determined to issue a circular to mer- 
chants of Chicago inviting bids from them. 
It will be to effect that sup- 

lies of all sorts will have to un- 

ergo the most rigid inspection before 
acceptance by the county and that a failure to 
comply in every respect with the terms of the 
specifications on which the contract was 
awarded will be deemed sufficient cause for 
forfeitmg the contract. Em loyés whose 
duty it is to receive supplies will be held to a 
strict 338358 and acceptance of 
inferior to those called for will be punished 
with immediate dismissal. Reputable firms 
can therefore bid with the assurance that they 
will be fairly and honestly treated. 


MILCHRIST TALKS OF INDICTMENTS. 


A New Turn to the Canal Street Bridge 
Matter. 


District-Attorney Milchrist intimated yes- 
terday that he might lay the whole matter of 
the Canal street bridge before the next Fed- 
eral grand jury with a view to obtaining in- 
dictments against some of the city officials 
responsible for retaining the bridge in its 
present position. Mr. Milchrist was ques- 
tioned about his intentions in the matter, and 
said: ‘“‘Ihave my reasons for believing that 
the grand jury should take the matter up, but 
I don’t care to express them. 

Mr. Milchrist and his assistants have been 
looking up the law on the subject, and Sec. 5 
of the River and Harbor act of 1888 as amend- 
ed may have convinced them that criminal 
proceedi should be begun. This section 
provides t if any persons, corporation or 
association owning or controlling any railroad 
or other bridge considered an obstruction 
shall, after receiving due notice from the 
retary of War, refuse to remove the same they 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
on conviction fined not exceeding $5,000. In 
cases wherein the law only contemplates a 
fine as punishment the District-Attorney may 
file au information in court, but for some 
reason best known to himself Mr. Milchrist 
believes the proper way is to lay the case be- 
fore the Federal grand jury. That body does 
not convene until next March, and it is quite 
probable that the whole difficulty will be 
settled long before that time. 


SELECTION OF JUDGES AND CLERKS. 


The Republican County Committee Con- 
siders Election Matters, 

At the meeting of the Republican County 
Central committee yesterday a communica- 
tion from the Board of Election Commission- 
ers requesting that the committee send in the 
names of citizens to serve as judges and clerks 
of election was read.

RED RIVER SETTLERS WANT PROTECTION. 


Congress Will Be Memorialized on the 
Question of Great Northern Lands. 

Granp Forxs, N. D., Dec. 12.—[Special.]— 
Settlers on odd-numbered sections within the 
indemnity limits of land claimed by the Great 
Northern railroad heid a meeting today and 
adopted a memorial to Congress praying for 
protection against the railroad and asking 
the government to defend the title to the 
lands patented to settlers under the laws.

It is unde 
from Senators Casey and Hansbrough and 
Congressman Johnson that the railroad com- 
pane refuses to accept in lieu of these lands

TWO HUNDRED VETERANS MUST LEAVE. 


All Able to Support Themselves Mast Va- 
cate the Soldiers’ Home at Milwaukee, 
Miuwavuxes, Wis., Dec. 12.—[{Special.]— 

Over 200 veterans will be turned out of the 

Milwaukee branch of the National Home for 

Disabled Soldiers as a result of the recent 

medical examination made by a special com- 

mission to ascertain the number of inmates 
physically able to provide for themselves. 

This step was authorized by the National 

Board of Soldiers’ Home Managers and was 

made in the various homes throughout the 

country as well as at Milwaukee. It was con- 
sidered necessary to relieve the overcrowded 
condition of all of the homes and to 
provide quarters for the more deserv- 
ing ones awaiting admission The commission 
in its report says that of 2,252 inmates of the 
Milwaukee Home examuned 184 were found to 
be physically able to obtain a living without 
the benefits of the home. Of 101 applicants 
tor admission to the home nineteen were re- 
jected. In addition to the number ragga | dis- 
ability is not sufficient enough to warrant 
their maintenance at the home the commis- 
sion ascertained that there are forty inmates 
who draw pensions large enough to provide 
for their support outside the home.

The World’s Fair directors, at ‘dete meet- 
ing Friday, decided to ask Congress to appro- 
same terms on which the same sum was given 
by the City of Chicago—the donor to get back 
such percentage of the investment as do the 


mates, about 50 per cent. Hence the proposi- 
tion is that the 63,500,000 peopie who live out- 
side the limits of Chicago deal as generously 
with a national fair as the 1,500,000 who live 
within its limits have done, , 

While the directors have felt always, as has 
Tun Tunuxx, that Congress should give this 
sum of five millions, they confined themselves 
a few months ago to-askmg that it should 
lend it. Since they did that, and since it 
has become known throughout the coun- 
try that eighteen millions was needed 
to make the Exposition what the people de- 
sired it should be, and that the ten millions 
fixed on by Congress would not answer the 
purpose, there has been an expression of opin- 
ion in all 1 States, steadily 
increasing in force, that Congress should give 
the money outright as it did at New Orleans, 
and not make a loan as it did at Philadelphia. 
The nearly unanimous sentiment is that it 
would be unbecoming on the part of Congress 
to order a National Exposition to ve held, and 
then, when it turned out that it must be given 
oa a grander scale than it had designed orig- 
inally, to loan it money and take a mortgage 
on the receipts. 

Therefore the directors determined to ask 
for a gift of five millions, and have set forth 
the following as their reasons why it should 
be granted : 

First—That it is reasonable to expect the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to furnish aid to the 
extent of $5,000,000 for the Exposition, which was 
created by an act of Congress, since nearly KI. 
000,000, or $1,000,000 more than the amount called 
for by the act, has been provided by the people of 
Chicago, and that this national assistance should 
be granted on thé same basis. 

— 28 of the 
Exposition calle for about $15,000,000 m this 
corporation before the opening of the Exposition 
in May; 1893, it would seem unwise to exhaust our 
credit and resources in borrowing of the national 
government and thus render it more difficult to 
obtain in Chicago the additional amount required. 

Third—We believe that the power of Congress 
to make such an appropriation is not as likely to 
be called into question as its power to loan the 
amount desired, and that the probability of suc- 
cess is as great in making the application in the 
form above requested as well as being more con- 
sistent with the dignity of the undertaking and 
‘of its relations to tbe National Government. 

Fourth—The above policy is encouraged and 
indorsed by nearly ali of the shareholders and 
citizens with whom your committee has had com- 
munication, as is evidenced by the accompanying 
communication addressed to your board. 


The memorial referred to is signed by 
Marshall Field, George M. Pullman, S. W. 
Allerton, Philip D. Armour, Lyman J. Gage, 
and other Chicagoans whose names are fa- 
miliar to most Congressmen. The memorial- 
ists set forth in detail the reasons why the 
General Government should give five millions, 
explain that if it loaned the money it would 
be impracticable for the directors to raise the 
several millions which would still be required, 
and close by the statement that: 

With the approrriation of $,000,000 secured all 
financial questions may be considered as settled, 
because a temporary loan of the additional 
amount required can be placed at home. To 
place such aloan as may be then found necessary 
you may look to the undersigned for the heartiest 


cooperation. 

Ail previous pledges made by Chicagoans 
have been kept and every one knows that this 
last one will be kept also. 

The state of the case is this: Chicago has 
provided between ten and eleven million 
dollars and a beautiful site. It wiil furnish 
enough moreto make $13,000,000, provided 
Congress, which has given nothing as yet, will 
appropriate five millions. of which about half 
will be repaid. That will give the directors a 
working capital of eighteen millions. With 
that they will give the grandest Lxposition the 
world has ever seen, and one of which all 
Americans will be justly proud. ‘The direct- 
ors have made their planson an eighteen 
million dollar basis. The National Commis- 
sion has approved those plans, and work has 
begun under them. 

If Congress. should give the five millions, 
as it ought to, and as the people want it to, all 
will go on smoothly and Chicagoans will raise 
three millions more. But if Congress should 
fail to do so, if strict constructionists and 
pseudo economists should control it, and 
should lay down the principle that a National 
Exposition must not receive national aid, that 
an unaertaking which will redound to the 
credit and enhance the prosperity of the 
entire country must be paid for by less than 
a sixtieth of the people of the United States, 
and that the General Government is too stingy 
and narrow-minded to take risks which are ac- 
cepted cheerfully by an Illinois municipality, 
then Chicago will have to go it alone. 

Its citizens, who have contributed nearly 
eleven million dollars already, while the 
United States has done nothing, will raise as 
much more hs they can in all possible ways 
and will give the best Exposition they know 
how. It will not be as good a one as if Con- 
gress had given five millions, for it is hardly 
to be expected that Chicagoans can give 
eighteen millions out of their own pockets, 
but it will be an Exposition which will reflect 
no discredit on this country. If the Fair is 
given under such circumstances, however, Chi- 
cago will be entitled to and will claim all the 
credit attaching to it. The United States 
would hardly venture to claim any of the 
glory of an enterprise in which it had nota 
dollar at stake. . 


» THE CHICAGO POSTOFFICE BUILDING. 

The Secretary of the Treasury includes in 
bis estimates an item of $100,000 “for general 
repairs of the Chicago Postoffice Building, 
consequent on the settlement of the founda 
It would have been much more to the 
purpose to ask for the money needed for the 
construction of a new building. The present 
structure will swallow up the $100,000 proposed 
to be expended for repairs and any greater 
sum that may be appropriated. Whatever is 
laid out in tinkering it js so much thrown 
away. Enough has been squandered in that 
way during the last ten years to make a good 
start towards a new ‘structure. 

Congressman Newberry committed a de- 
plorable blunder a year ago when he prevent- 
ed the making of an appropriation for a new 
buildmg. It is understood that he sees his 
mistake now, and intends to introduce a bill 
on the subject. Other Congressmen may do 
the same thing. In view of the fact that there 
is no one who denies that the present abortion 
is bound to tumble down. and that it would 
cost as much to stay its downward career as 
to replace it, there ought to be no difficulty 
about getting the appropriation. The matter 
is one in which the West is about as much in- 
terested as Chicago, sinve the mails of its 
people cannot be bandled rapidly and 
efficiently unless the Chicago office has the 
proper facilities.

THE RIGHTS OF RAILROADS IN THE 
STREETS. 


At arocent unbeding of the Council the City 
Engineer submitted an elaborate report, show- 
ing what it would cost the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy road to elevate its tracks be- 
tween the South Branch and Western avenue, 
An Alderman has given notice that he means 
ta-force the Northwestern to raise its tracks 
within the city limits. 

This subject has been allowed to slumber 
for some time. Two or three months ago 
much was said about the Lake Shore and the 
Rock Island roads elevating their tracks. 
There were conferences between the repre- 
sentatives of the roads and the city authori- 
ties, As a general thing when a matter 
reaches the conference stage it may be said 
with confidence to be at the point of death. 
So it was in thie case. The conferrees disa- 
greed and metno more. Now the question 
comes up again and may give the Aldermen 
something to talk over for a week or 80. 

Assuming, for tne sake of the argument, that 
itis expedient for some or ail of the roads to 
reise their tracks, it ought’ to be apparent that 
nothing can be done of a practical nature till 
the highest judicial tribunals have decided au- 
thoritatively what the powers of the city are 
in the premises. The Corporation Counsel 
has given an opinion to the effect that the 
municipality can compel the railways which 
are given the use of city streets to make 
crossings safe, either by erecting viaducts and 
standing all the expense, land damages in- 
cluded, or by elevating their tracks. This pa- 
per believes that to be sound law and good 
morals. It believes the courts will so hold. 
The railroads profess to disbelieve it and they 
will refuse to pay the full cost of viaducts or 
to raise their tracks till they are told in the 
plainest terms by the Supreme Court that 
they must. Then they will do it, and not till 
then. 

Early during the term of office of the late 
Mayor a movement was made toward get- 
ting up a test case to settle these controverted 
points as to the power of the city over the 
roads. The papers got tucked away in the 
pigeon holes of the Law Department ana 
nothing was done. When the present admin- 
istration came in it was promised that the 
case should be resurrected and pressed. In 
the course of-time the courts were closed for 
the summer holidays. Then it was said that 
when they reopened this matter would receive 
attention. Nothing has been done, however. 
In the meanwhile suits are being tried to re- 
cover damages from the city on account of 
viaducts built by it. Judgments large and 
small are being recovered, but this test case, 
which would decide whether the city or the 
roads must pay these damages, is allowed to 
slum ber. 

Why cannot tne law officers of the city push 
it to a decision and learn just where the munic- 
ipality stands and what it can and cannot 
do? Untilit has that information it cannot 
act intelligently, but is at the mercy of the 
roads, which are always ready to confer but 
never to act. In the meantime the killmgand 
maiming of people at street crossings go on 
uninterruptedly. 


AN EPIDEMIC OF CRANKERY. 

Tho recent attempt to assassinate the Rev. 
Dr. Hall in New York has precipitated a ver- 
itable cycle of crankery of the violent sort. 
It was followed by the attempt to kill Russell 
Sage by an explosion of dynamite. A day or 
two after this occurrence Conrad Harris, a 
retired merchant of New York City, received 
an anonymous letter demanding $500 within 
two days, in which the writer said: “If you 
don’t take notice of this, my request, you will 
be the next Russell Sage and I will blow your 
brains in the air.” Mr. Harris wisely and 
promptly gave the letter to the police and the 


writer soon was apprehended. The next vio- 


tim of a crank plot was Edward Murphy of 
Troy, the Democratic State Chairman of New 
York, who was attacked by a lunatic witha 
hatchet and narrowly éscaped death. The 
crank in this case had been discharged re- 
cently from the Poughkeepsie Insane Asylum 
as*cured, and declared to be harmless by the 
asylum physicians. On the same day a Ger- 
man named George Landik was arrested in 
New York upon the complaint of one Jacob 
Beck, who stated that Landik hud made overt- 
ures to him to blow up a bank. The latest 
outbreak of dangerous crankery is in Kansas 
City, where David B. Beals, the banker, whose 
child recently was kidnaped, has been 
threatened with death by dynamite if the po- 
lice hunt for the kidnapers is not stopped at 
once. 5 

The rapid succession of these conspiracies 
and threats shows that crankery is contagious 
and that the operations of an individual crank 
at any one given time are likely to set others 
of the lunatic guild into dangerous and per- 
nicious activity. The lesson to be learned 
from this is that cranks are not harmless. ' It 
is idle to hunt for the reasons or to discuss 
the psychological influences which manifest 
themselves in these dangerous outbreaks of 
sympathy with each other which take the 
form of murderous mania. It is enough that 
the mania exists and can at any time be 
fanned into dangerous activity. The prac- 
tical duty of the community is to do what it 
can in suppressing the mania. In this direc- 
tion the New York Mail and Express makes a 
suggestion which is worthy of serious con- 
sideration. It says: 


In the removal of this reign of “ crankism ” and 
the preveation ofits recurrence, it would be of 
great practical assistance if the doctors in charge 
of insane asylums would regularly furnish the 
authorities with lists of those whom they dis- 
charge from their institutions, together with such 
a description of each case as will enable the au- 
thorities to form an idea of what kind of excite- 
ment would bs likely to produce a relapse.

Ifthe authorities can secure, through experts 
appointed for that purpose, a thorough classifica- 
tion of all persons of diseased and unbalanced 
minds, and, as well, ofthe special forms of excite-

WEAK OBJECTIONS TO THE SUBWAY OR- 
DINANCE. 

The Joint Committee on Streets and Alleys 
of the North and South Divisions met day be- 
fore yesterday to consider the Subway ordi- 
nance, and after listening to remarks pro and 
con from a number of persons adjourned for 
a week. 

Two olasses of objectors to the ordinance 
were heard. A representative of the first al- 
leged that the subway, if built where proposed, 
would be an injury rather than a benefit to his 
property. He preferred to have it as far west 
as Franklin street. Whether it would injure 
or benefit proverty there he did vot say. The 
answer is, that it a person, can prove, when the 
matter comes up in court, that his property is 
not benefited, butyon the contrary injured, ne 
will not be assessed. Therefore such an indi- 
vidual runs no risks by the passage of the or- 
dinance. 

The second class of objectors admitted that 
the subway was most desirable, but said they 
did not believe it could be built by special as- 
sessment and were confident. that the courts 
would not confirm the assessment. Others, 
however, believe the courts would confirm it. 
So why not pags the ordinance and leave the 
point to be settled by the Judges? If they de- 
termine it in the affirmdtive a great improve- 
ment will have been secured; if in the nega- 
tive another plan can be tried. 

The third class of objectors preferred a 
viaduct. One person favored a cheap and 
ineffectual plan which was proposed by the 
late Mayor some years ago. . Others had been 
captivated by the visionary scheme of an ele- 
vated roadway from Jackson street to North 
avenue, crossmng the river at a height of about 
120 feet. In stormy or very cold weather no 
one would use it, and unless it had lateral ap- 
proaches no North-Sider living south of North 
avenue would use it at any time. If this par- 
ticular viaduct means anything it means an 
attempt to get a right of way for an elevated 
road through the eastern residence portion of 
the North Division. 

It is to be hoped that by the time the com- 
mittee meets again its members will have 
come to the conclusion that these objections 
have no weight and will recommend to the 
Council to pass the ordinance. 


CHANGING THE DRAINAGE CHANNEL 
ROUTE, 

The announcement that Mr. Artingstall 
would not be retained as the Engineer of the 
Drainage District is followed by a semi-official 
one that the route originally selected by the 
board will be abandoned and a totally new one 
adopted. It is true that the present route from 
Chicago to Summit, and from there to Joliet, 
was voted for by Messrs. Wenter and Russell, 
and that considerable money has been ex- 
pended toward getting the right of way, which 
will be wasted in case of a change. But there 
are two overmastering reasons which make it 
necessary to undo what has been done. 

The Stock-Yards must be placated. If the 
project—for which Mr. Wenter voted—of cut- 
ting a channel westward from Thirty-ninth 
street and the East Branch of the South 
Branch to Corwith weré carried out, thus pro- 
viding special facilities for the disposal of the 
sewage of the entire Stock-Yards region, the 
cost ot the work could be nearly met by an 
assessment on property specially benefited. 
The Stock-Yards corporation is ready to take 
the benefits, but not to pay for them. If this 
channel were cut a special assessment on the 
Stock-Yards would be inevitable. The tax- 
payers would insist on it. Hence the necessity 
for abandoning this part of the work and sub- 
stituting for it, aecordiig to present appear- 
ances, a ship canal running from southeast to 
northwest through Hyde Park and Lake, 
costing, with land damages and bridges, fully 
twenty million dollars, and with no possibility 
of raising any of the money by special assess- 
ment. 

The second reason why it is necessary to 
upset all that has been done and start afresh 
is that the district has now about a million 
doliars on hand. In a short time the collec- 
tion of the 1891 taxes will begin and that sum 
will be increased. If the Trustees were to pro- 
ceed with the condemnation proceedings to 
secure the right of way along the route se- 
lected, expenditures would increase and de- 
posits shrink. The ‘banks which expect to 
handle the Drainage District funds wish the 
amount to be as large as possible. They are 
opposed, therefore, to rapid progress ahd con- 
sequent expenditures. They are for prelimi- 
nary investigations and other time - killing 
methods. The policy of the board from now 
on will be governed by the banks, and the 
latter are more anxious to have public funds 
to loan out than to make the water supply of 

the people safe from pollution. Hence what 
has been done must be undone. 

The majority of the board may say what 
they please about carrying out the will of 
the people and “ the spirit of the law.“ All 
that they will have in mind henceforth will be 
the deposits and the Stock-Yards company. 


A ROYAL BETROTHAL. 

The most important social event, if social it 
can be called, which has oczurred in England 
for a long time is the officicl announcement 
of the engagement of Prince Albert Victor, 
Duke of Clarence and Avondale, to his second 
cousin, Princess Victoria Mary Augusta Louise 
Olga Pauline Claudine Agnes, daughter of 
Francis, Duke of Teck and Princess Mary of 
Cambridge,and great granddaughter of George 
III. The lady was born May 26, 1867, and 
Albert Victor Jan, 8, 1884, s that she is 
about three years younger than her future 
husband, if nothmg happens to the contrary 
also the future King of England. Fame 
speaks admiringiy of the young lady. The 
Queen herself is said to be pleaséd with the 
alliance, and the English people are particu 
larly enthusiastic because the young man did 
not go to Germany for a wife, or because 
those who arrange these matters did not send 
there for one. The reverse of the medal is not 
so bright, however, for fame does not 
speak. admirmgly of Prince Albert 
Victor. He is the son of his father, and 
if all reports be true the heir presumptive has 
exceeded the heir apparent in the dissipations 
of his career. Long ago he was called by his 
future subjects “Collars and Cuffs” and the 
derisive name has stuck to him. He is nota 
handsome young man, nor is he a remarkably 
bright young man, and, young as he is, his 
name already has been connected with some 
specially unsavory transactions. Sometimes 
dissipated young fellows after they have har- 
vested their crop of wild oats turn out to be 
manly men and good husbands, but when a 
young man is not only dissipated but stupid 
there is but tittle hope that the leopard will 
| change his spots.

THE NORWEGIAN ELECTIONS, 

Though the victory of the Radicals in the 
recent Norwegian élections will not lead to 
the immediate separation of Norway from 
Sweden, it may pave the way to such a result, 
whether desirable or not. There is, as a recent 
writer has asserted, much latent republican- 
ism among the Norwegians and a dislike of 


‘the House of Bernadotte incompatible with 


loyalty to their rather loose political union 
with the Swedes, Intercourse with America 
has to some extent quickened this latent feel- 
ing of republicanism. The Norwegians main- 
tain that they are intellectually the superiors 
of the Swedes. The recent speeches of their 
most famous writer, Bjérnstjerne Bjdrnson, 
who is a fervent Radical politician, have 
strengthened this opinion.. They want full 
political equality with the Swedes. That was 
one of the issues of the recent elections. But 
there were other important issues also. 

The cardinal doctrines of the Radical pro- 
gram on which the election was fought are: 
Universal suffrage, direct taxation, and a 
Norwegian Minister of Foreign Affairs having 
equal powers with the Swedish Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, The Swedish Government 
will resist the latter proposal to the utmost, 
though a clear majority of the new Parlia- 
ment (67 out of 114), led by Dr. Sigurd Ibsen, 
son of the poet, Henrik Ibsen, is pledged to 
the advocacy of the policy. What a Norwe- 
gian Ministry of Foreign Affairs would mean 
may be judged from the recent declaration of 
Bjérnson that “if Russia wanted an ice-free 
port on the Norwegian coast and a railway 
through the intervening portion of Norway he 
should say let her have thetn.” Bjérnson 
has been so roundly denounced for this 
declaration by the Conservative press, and 
the charge Has been 80 freely made 
that he spoke under Russian inspiration, that 
he has brought several libel suits against: his 
journalistic detractors. Ibsen does not go 
quite as far as Bjérnson, and he and the more 
moderate leaders of the Radicals will probab. 
ly be content with carrymg out the universal 
suffrage part of his program. That will mean 
the continued supremacy of the Radicals in 
the Norwegian Parliament. 

Should the King of Sweden interpose with 
a veto the Norwegian Radicals might proceed 
to more extreme measures, but cémpromise 
is probable. The direct taxation problem 
may be one for future solution. The proposal 
for a Norwegian Foreign Minister, though ap- 
parently popular, is not urged strongly by the 
sensible men of the Radical party. Its advo- 
cates have not been able to explain its feasi- 
bility, while the Conservatives have main- 
tained, and apparently on good grounds, that 
it would lead to endless complications and to 
certain rupture between the two countries. To 
this Björnson and the speculative Radicals re- 
ply that the union between Sweden and Nor- 
way was a marriage de convenance, where 
there is not much love lost between the con- 
tracting parties, and a dissolution might be 
better for each. If the dissolution takes place 
Norway will have no King, but amicable ar- 
rangements of the present difficulties between 
the two countries are more probable. 


JEWS, NOT HEBREWS. 

In a recent number of the Reform Advocate 
Dr. E. G. Hirsch makes the point that the 
„Peculiar People“ whose ancestors once lived 
in Palestine ought not to be called Hebrews 
or Israelites, but Jews. The word Hebrew is 
the name'of the language in which most of the 
Old Testament was written, and which at one 
time was spoken by the members of a race 


that formed part of the great Semitic family. 


But it is more than doubtful if the inhabit- 
ants of Palestine in the earliest historically 
known periods were ofpure unmixed Hebrew 
stock ; and certainly the people today are not 
of one racial descent. They have in their 
veins little if any of the blood pure and un- 
mixed that could properly be desig- 
nated as Hebrew. And Dr. Hirsch makes 
the point that in the light of modern science 
the advantage of purity of blood is exceed. 
ingly probiematical and thé relinquishment of 
all pretense to sueh purity is a clear gain. 
For this reason no one should today call him- 
self a Hebrew, and iu might be well if the 
names of some charities were corrected ac- 
cordingly. 

The name Israelite is equally objectionable. 
„Israel“ originally designated the confedera- 
tion of the various tribes, whose central sanctu- 
ary must havé been at Sinai, and who claimed 
descent from one common father. Later it 
designated the northern kingdom, and with 
the destruction of Samaria Israelitish nation 
ality in thig restricted sense of the 
word ceased to exist. As none of the 
modern Jews entertain the hope of a national 
restoration, and as reformed Judaisrh insists 
upon the universal character of the Jewish 
mission, the use of the term Israelite may 
justly be regarded as an anachteniam. Its 
survival is perhaps due to the undeniable fact 
that the word “Jew,” especially on the conti- 
nent of Europe, has been burdened with a 
flavor of vulgar suspicion. But this fact 
should not influence the people today in the 
choice of the name they adopt. Historically 
the modern religion of the Jew isin the line 
of direct development from the religion of 
Judah, the most southern section of Pales- 
tine. In Jerusalem stood the Temple, and it 
is now established by biblical criticism that 
Judaism 1s the religion which under Ezra and 
Nehemiah took form and shape, the result of 
a long-preceding process of formation. Strict- 
ly speaking, there was no Jndaism before the 
time of the second Temple. 

Of course, reform Judaism is in many 
things not the religion which Ezra instituted. 
If for this reason it should be deemed advis- 
abie to select anew name perhaps “ Proph- 
etism 3 than any

Blaine, It shows that the provision which at 
his express instance was placed in the McKin- 
ley bill is a most powerful argument with 
some other nations, even though our Demo- 
cratic politicians be unable to see any force 
in it. The German Government has admitted 
its cogency and placed the producers of the 
United States on an equal footing with those 
of the other members of the Dreibund, while 
discriminating largely against France and 
Russia. As compared with Austria-Hungary 
and Italy our produce will now have to bear 
only the costs of a longer transportation, 
which on the oon may be compensated by a 
very few miles of inland freight service. But 
for the provision alluded to we would have 
been effectually shut out from the supply of 
the food wants of Germany; and the point 
would never have been yielded but for the 
knowledge that in ease of such discrimination 
the beet sugar of that country would have had 
to pay a duty of two cents per pound as a con- 
dition of being admitted to our markets. So 
the reciprocity policy is already a success to 
the full extent permitted by the beggarly con- 
cession accorded to it in the law framed with 
other objects in view. 


Tue amount of the Paris fund over which 
the two Irish factions are fighting is $173,000.

Not Knowing Whom to Put at the Head 
of Ways and Means He Is ins Dilemms 
Mille Will Be Recognized—Culberson 
Goes on the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission—Doubt About the Chicago Post- 
office—General News of Interest from 
the Nation's Capital. 

Wasutngrox, D. C., Dec. 12.—[Special.]— 
Speaker Otisp 1s : progress with his 
committees. He let the House today have a 
hint that Springer is going to be one of the 
Committee on Rules. The designation of the 
Illinois member to make the adjournment 
motion meant that much. It does not follow 
that Springer is certain of the Ways and 
Means Chairmanship because the plan of 
breaking away from thé old practice finds 
favor with the Speaker’s advisers. 

The Committee on Rules determines really 
what legislation shall have a chanes to bé con- 
sidered by the House. It does this by report- 
ing rules setting aside the time when certain 
subjects shall be presented, or when ceftain 
committees shall have the right of way. It is 
made up of five members. The Speaker is the 
head, and for several years past his chief 
lieutenants have been the Chairmen 
respectively of Ways and Means and Appro- 
priations. The minority is allotted two of 
the five members. There is no imperative 
reason why the Chairmen of the two most 
powerful committees in the House should 
have their powers increased by membership 
in the Committee on Rules. This year there 
are some reasons why it should pot be done. 

Holman 18 said to head the Appropriations 
committee, yet few of his friends think he is 
fitted for Rules. He is too crotchety and too 
little in sympathy with the House itself. On 
the other hand, Springer has more familiarity 
with parliamentary methods than anybody in 
the House. He is much stronger on questions 
of procedure than the Speaker himself. He 
would be a great aid to Mr, Crisp. Therefore 
the Speaker’s closest advisers are urging him 
to make up the Committee on Rules regard- 
less of tradition. Blount of Georgia, who 
served part of last session, would be glad to 
be a member of Rules again. So would Me- 
Millin of Tennessee, veral other devoted 
supporters of Mr. Crisp would take the re- 
eponsibility without hesitation. 

As to Ways and Means itself there is no 
doubt about Mr. Crisp’s§] personal leanings. 
He wants to put Springer at the head of it. 
But the Mills following is for most part 
mending its behavior. It no longer abuses 
everybody who did not support the Texan for 
Speaker, Some of Mr. Mills’ best friends 
have said that there need be no clash between 
him and the Speaker as to tariff legislation. 
Mills himself, they say, intended to make up 
the majority · of the 1 and Means commit.

4. The application of the results of scientific ro- 
search to useful purposes through practical in- 
ventions, which have developed entirely new

. important advance along each of these 
lines o Progress has had its great leader or 
pioneer discoverer or worker. and an appropriate 
and popular part of such an exhibit would be a 
chronologically arranged array of historic figures, 
from Columbus down, representing in statues 
and portraits those whose achievements in these 
various directions have made them acknow 
benefactors of mankind. 

As each of these great movements has been of

A very striking result of such a graphic review 
of progress by centuries would be to show what a 
wonderful leap forward the nineteenth century 
has made from the vantage ground which the 
preliminary work of the three preceding centuries 
of the new era had given it. 

Especially important would it be fully to rec- 
ognize in such an exhibit the leading part which 
modern science has taken in all modern progress; 
for the advances of knowledge through purel 
scientific research, with special exceptions, 
find no adequate representation in the various de 
partments of the E ition. 

Progress in the natural and physical sciences 
would properly be illustrated in part by exhibits 
showing the evolution of exact instruments of re- 
search, such as the telescope, from the first sim- 
ple instrument made by Galileo ia 1608 to the 
most elaborate and accurate instruments of the 
present time; similar history of the 
microscope, with the wonderful. instrument 
which -Munich manufacturers are preparing 
for exhibition as the latest type; testing, 
ing, and automatic recording instruments; the 
spectroscope and chemical and electrical appar- 
atusa—some of the latter in actual use in illustra- 
tion — principles or laws of chemical and electri- 

action.

Gen. Schofield’s Annual Report Submitted 
to Concress. 

Wasutneron, D. C., Dec. 11.—Gen. J. M. 
Schofield’s report on the standing army for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1891, has been 
distributed, and contains considerable useful 
information. 

In referring to the Sioux uprising of last 
year the report congratulates the people that 
the plans of the Sioux were not sufficiently 
matured before the outbreak to enlist the en- 
tire sympathy of the tribe. Owing to delays 
in subsequent disaffections opportunity was 
afforded the army for concentration before 
the Indians became united, and their subjuga- 
tion necessarily followed soon after. 

Transportation for troops is declared dis- 
couragingly inadequate, and action is recom- 
mended to Congress looking to a remedy. 

Statistics r the report show the 
numerical strength of the army close to the 
allotted limit of 25,000 men. To illustrate the 
changes occurring during the year the follow- 
ing data of gains and losses are appended:

MANY’S CONCESSIONS. 


Local Merchants of the Opinion That the 
Reduction of the European Nation's 
Tariff Is Not Large Enough, but That 
Its Effects on American Products Will 
Be Apparent—They Regard the Move as 
a Hopefal Sign—A Good Opening for Our 
Surplus Productions. 


Interviews were had with Chicago business- 
men yesterday on the commercial attitude of 
Germany towards. this country—the conces- 
sions made by the European nation in redu- 
cing its tariff on the products of the United 
States, It seemed to be the general belief of 
local merchants that the reciprocity treaty 
would prove of small immediate benefit—that 
the reduction was not large enough—but that 
its effects would be apparent, and that any 
reduction was of great importance in that it 
showed that the Germans recognized their 
need of American products, The following 
opinions reflect the general views of Chica- 


goans: 

F. J. Kennett of the Board of Trade—With our 
bountiful crops this year any action that will en- 
large the market for our surplus 222 uin bo 
a great u to our country. There seems no 
doubt of a great shortage of food supplies in Eu- 
rope, and that this is the only country they can 
depend on. Fortunately, we are in a position to 
supply their wants, and so 1 can see nothing but 
great prosperity ahead.

The duties imposed 
by Germany on our grains was simply prohibitive, 
aud was the scheme of Bismarck to protect latge 
land-owners at the expense of the small farmers 
and laboring classes, whe had to suffer. The duty 
now is 50 marks per 1,000 kilos, or $12 per long ton. 
This is about 30 cents a bushel, and a 30 per cent 
reduction of that must necessarily result in an in- 
crease in our export trade and consequently in 
advantages to our farmers.

The question is whether we can compete with 
other AA countries on the basis of the re- 
ductions, but the natural tendency will be to in- 
crease the demand for our grains, for the German 
consumer can get them at lower prices than he 
has had to pay.

The pictures of Francis William Loring at 
the Art Institute show that he is possessed of true 
artistic feeling and cultivation, There is pore 


charm about his work which is not to be found in 
that of artists who depend on technical excellence 
alone for their success. 

A Venetian Gateway” is a work of moderate 
size, but it is one which seizes’ the béholder and 
fascinates him by the dreamy charm of its sub- 
ject and the soft warmth of its color. It 
shows a doorway in a vine-grown 
wall opening on the canal, through the 
door a garden with a dash of sunlight on the 
rich foliage and the cool form of a statue in 
white marble in its center. Moored at the gate 
is a black gondola with the sleeping form of & 
gondolier clad in white reclining in the bottom 
of the boat.

“The Harvesters" is another large canvas in 
which a procession of men with seythes going to 
work along a path lined with trees and a mountain 
rising abruptly from a flat plane in the background 
gives a decided decorative effect. Through the 


trees reapers may be seen at work in the fields of 


yellow grain, and in the foreground others are 
resting and eating. Mr. Loring evidently prefers 
painting the joyous side of peasant life, and he 
gives the impression that labor is a blessing—a 
sentiment quite the opposite to that produced by 
Millet’s pictures, In a Holland interior, with the 
figures of a young man and woman, he has com- 
posed a charming symphony in blue and white 
with a few notes of red.

Charles Carstairs has at the Stevens Gallery 
a collection of sixty pictures from the Hazletine 
Galleries in Philadelphia.

Music, and the Class That Pays. 


_ Another department of art—to wit: music— 
isa terrible puzzie to the observing and con- 
templative mind. Hundreds of men and 
women with good = are studying vocal 
music in New York; hundreds more are 
studying in Europe; scores of able singers of 
both sexes are looking for engagements with- 
out finding them; yet every tight thousands 
of New-Yorkers struggle for good places from 
which to see and hear singers who have noth- 
ing wonderful in the way of voices. Paulus, 
the great attraction 1t the most popular con- 
cert hall in the city, can fairly claim that be is 
actor rather than singer. He is the man who 
brought out in Paris several years ago the 
song whose music nearly wafted Boulanger 
into France’s Hresidential chair—music which 
afterward found its way intoevery hand-organ 
in the United States. Paulus is not at all 
proud of his voice, but he gets there every 
time when he appears on the stage; if he 
were to lose his larynx and do all his work in 
pantomime he probably would be about as 
successful asnow. His most successful effort 
is the delineation by voice, face, and gesture 
of an accidental “mashing ’’ scéne in a public 
street, and the sympathetic eagerness with 
which many mien in the audience follow him 
with their eyes is intense enough to 
keep a city missionary awake and 
on his knees ali night. At another house Mile. 
Vallarez, a pretty little woman with a great 
deal of dash and grace and with enough voice 
to fill the house, which is smail, turns scores 
of heads every night with French songs, which 
not one in fifty in the audience understands, 
though they all applaud and encore, On the 
same stage appears Maggie Cline, a large 
woman witha voice which sometimes sug- 
ts afish-horn and again a saw-file, yet 
angie has been coining money through 
years in which girls with really fine voices 
have been begging chances to sing for nothing 
at eveni concerts and seldom got the 
chance. The songs of this successful canta- 
trice are, as a rule, descriptive of family jars, 
difficulties with the lice, and jealoustes in 
the tenement house district. Neither they nor 
the singer’s voice would ‘“‘godown”’ fora 
single second at a concert given for lovers of 
good music, but while Maggie sings or shouts 
to packed houses the managers of good con- 
certs have often to beg people to take seats 
for nothing, so that the hall may de full 
enough to encourage the artists. The point 
of it all appears to be that comparatively few 
eople enjoy music except when it is the me- 
Share through which fun is introduced. While 
grand opera never pays, a cheap concert-hnall 
never fails.

Four Famous Brothers. 


In spite of his physical ailments, aggravated 
by recent bereavement and other family mis- 
fortunes, Cyrus W. Field is rr every- 
body by rapidly recovering from his late at- 
tack of sickness, and bids fair to be around 
and about within a fortnight, so the most 
remarkable quartet of brotners in the United 
States prom to remain unbroken. The 
junior of the four, the Rev. Henry M. Field, 
D. D., a rosy-cheeked, bright-eyed. alert fel- 
low who greets many a younger man 
as my venerable friend, although he 
soon will celebrate the seventieth an- 
niversary of his birth; sat at lunch 
with me today and we chatted about 
his brother, David Dudley, who, as Dr. Field 
truthfully remarked, is “only 86,” still 
does a great deal of work every day, and, 
although he does not forget how long ago he 
was born, has no more idea of dying than any 
of the young fellows in his office. Two or 
three years ago I pointed him out to some 
women at an afternoon reception at a country

SCENES IN THE LIFE OF “STONE- 
WALL” JACKSON, 


His Personality Depicted in the History of 
His Oareer Which His Wife Has Writ- 
ten—The Sterling Resolution and In- 
domitable Energy That Early Became 
Noticeable—His Service as Constable— 
The Years at West Point—In Camp and 
on the Battiefield—His Religion. 

New York, Dee. 10.— Special. |—There was 
no more interesting personality in the South- 
ern Confederacy than Stonewall Jackson. He 
was the one General of the Confederate army 
whom both sides agreed to praise. It has not 
taken the healing touch of time to make us 
appreciate the character of this illustrious 
„Rebel.“ We believed in his sincerity and 
the ableness of his nature even when we were 
fighting against him; therefore the volume 
written by his widow and devoted to his mem- 
ory will find readers alike at the North as well 


as the South. The Rev: Dr. Henry M. Field 


writes the introduction to the book and the 
Harpers publish it. Such a thing would have 
been impossible twenty-five years ago. To- 
day it excites no comment. Mrs. Jackson be- 
gan this book at the request of her daughter, 
who had never known her, father and who 
wanted to know everything concerning him. 
She died before it was finished, and her 
mother, crushed by this second terrible be- 
reavement, laid the aside. Later on she 
took it up again for the benefit of her daugh- 
ter’s children, and with Dr. Field’s assistance 
she has made a book that a larger circle than 
that of her family will read. 

Thomas J. Jackson, who will always be 
known as Stonewall,“ came of old English 
and Scotch-Irish stock, the first one of the 
family commg to this country from London 
in 1748. Stonewall Jackson was born in the 
Town of Clarksburg, Va., Jan. A, 1824, and 
the house in which he was born was preserved 
intact until a few years Ago, when the growth 
of the town and the value of 
the site made it wise to tear 
it down and build anew. After the 
death of her husband the mother of Stonewall 
Jackson married a secoud time. The man 
she married was so poor that she was obliged 
to let her titst husband's family take some of 
his children to bring up, and Warren, aged 8, 
and Thomas, aged 6, were sent to live with an 
uncle of their father, Thomas was a good, 
studious boy, but Warren was the reverse, and 
when he reached the of 14 he persuaded 
Thomas to run away with him, For several 
months no one khew. where they were, and 
when they returned, repentant and in a miser- 
abie plight, they were en in like the prodi- 
gal of old and forgiven. 

Thomas’ Farm Life. 

On his uncle’s farm Thomas led a free and 
active life, breaking colts, riding races, fol- 
lowing the hounds, and spendi much more 
time at out-of-door sports than in cultivating 
his mind. But it was not all sport, for he had 
the management of his uncie’s farm and 
mills and was iptrusted with the duty of over- 
seer of the laborers in clearing the forest and 
fellmg the trees and selling them as they 
were sawed into lumber. His manly 
and independent spirit impelled him to 
support himself and at the age of 
18 be was appointed constable of the county. 
It was contrary to law thata minor should 
hold this office, but the influence and guaran- 
tee of his uncle, with his own good character, 
overcame this objection... At this time his 
health was somewhat impaired, and it was 
hoped that.the outdoor life and horseback ex- 
ercise would invigorate him. The duties of

Extent of His Piety. 

To those who think differently his piety 
seems almost to have taken the form of 
fanaticism. He never, we are told, traveled 
Sunday, never took his mail from the. post- 
office, nor permitted aletterof his own to 
travel on that day, always before posting it 
calculating the time it required to reach its 
destination; and even business letters.of the 
utmost importance were never sent on the last 
of the week, but were kept over until 
Monday morning, unless it was a 
case where istance required a 
longer time than a week. One so strict 
in his own Sunday observance naturally be- 
lieved that it was wrong for the government 
to carry the mails on Sunday. Any organiza- 
tion which exacted secular labor of ite em- 
ployés on the Lord's day was, in his opinion, 
a violator of God’s law. Even during the 
war, when his wife anxiously awaited‘ his let- 
ters, he wrote: As to writing so as to mail 
letters which would travel on Sunday, 
when it can’ be avoided, I have never 
had occasion after years of experience to 
regret our system. Although Sister 
I—— gets letters from her husband 
every day, isshe any happier than my esposita? 
Look how our kind heavenly Father has pros- 
pered us. I feel well assured that in following 
our rule, which is biblical, I ain in the path of 
duty and that no evil can come nigh me. All 
things work together for my good, but when 
my sweet one writes let the letters be long, 
and your esposo hopes to send you full ones 
in return; and when the wars and troubles 
are all over I trust that, throughdivine mercy, 
we shall have many happy days together. 

Gen. Jackson's letters from the seat of war 
are almost entirely of a domestic nature. 
His love for his wife, the arrangement of his 
headquarters, rather than the political or mil- 
itary situation, are the subjects treated of.

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SALES MADE IN TWHLVE YEARS. 


The History of Dearborn Street Read from 
the County Records. 

The sales on any one of the important down- 
town streets during the last ten years form an 
aggregate far greater than the most enthusias- 
tic real estate-man would imagine. The 
amounts of the sales on various streets are 
naturally in direct proportion with the activity 
experienced. 

Since 1880 there have been 100 transfers of 
properties amounting to $20,000 or over on 
the down-town portion of Dearborn street. 
All of these are of frontages between Polk 
street and the river, and most of them mark 
the completion of sales rather than the nego- 
tiation of leases. 

In 1880 four important transfers became a 
matter of record. A frontage of 80x120 feet, 
west front, 100 feet south of Randolph street 
was transferred to E. S. Pike for $6 The 
suuthwest corner of Washington aud rborn 
streets, 90x404¢ feet, was sold to Theresa 
Wineman for $175,000. John ~“YV 
Nortwick sold feet, east 
at No. 129 Dearborn 5 00 
G. and W. R. Manierre for $40,000. A half in- 
terest in 56x80 feet, west front, thirty feet 
north of Washington street, was transferred 
from John H. Wrenn to H. B. Hurd for 848, 
500 


The 1881 record of important sales is some- 
what larger. W. 
ferred an undivided one-half of 90x80 
feet, east front, ninety feet north 
of Randolph street, to Daniel Wells Jr. 
for $42,500. A more important transfer of 
1881 marked the sale of what is now known as 
the Stewart Clark property, 57}¢x80 feet, 
thirty-six feet north of the Washington street 
corner. This was sold by A. B. Meekerto A. 
J. Averill for $110,000. southwest corner 
of Dearborn and South Water streets, 
50436 feet, was sold by W. K. Nixon to 
Robert Law. Two transters of this — 2 
erty at a consideration of 0, 
were made, one from Nixon to Lyman &

year from these men to Robert Law. 

Henry S. White transferred 28x80 feet at No.

CRAFT FOR THE FAIR. 


Fine Bits of Wire Gold—Remarkabie sem- 


biances to Implements and Human 


Beings, as if Graven by the Hand of 


Mau—Gleaming Nuggets of Various Sizes | 
~How the Lodes of Treasure Were Dis- | 


covered—Suimmit County, Colo., and the 
Mines—Some Lucky Fiads. 


Denver, Colo, Dec. &—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|—The greatest, most original, 
most varied, and most valuable exhibit of 
virgin gold, just asit came from placer, gulch, 
or quartz mines, ever made will be seen at the 
World’s Fair in Chicago in 1893. The dis 
will come from the heart of the Rockies in 
Summit County; Colo., and will be an ac. 
cumulation of specimens and weekly returns 
from some of thé mines at Breckenridge dur- 
ing a period covering several years. The in- 
trinsic value of the exhibit will be close to 
$1,000,000, but probably twice that sum could 
not buy the display becav-+ of ite rare speci- 
mens. : 


The first illustration represents a tray of 
gold specimens worth $25,000. It is wire and 
leaf gold. The wire gold has been bent. into 
letters so as to form the words, From 
Breckenridge, Colorado, Harvest.“ The 
pieces of wire of which these words have been 
formed are from three to nine inches in 
length. The material is probably the rarest 
kind of wire gold ever found. The wire 1s as 
taken from the mines, with only the dirt 
washed off, and will be exhibited as seen 
above. The sizes of these pieces is from a 
horsehair in diameter to one-sixteenth of an 
inch. Other pieces of wire have been tied in 
small bundles weighing several ounces each 
to represent sheaves of wheat, while the scat- 
tered pieces represent the gleanings. In the 
center, close to a shock of wheat made by two 
sheaves of wheat leaning against one another, 
is one of the strangest freaks in the collection. 
It is a perfectly formed scythe, the snath and 
blade all in one piece, with two small pro- 
jections in the snath for handles. his 
exquisite piece of nature’s handiwork weighs 
only “one ounce, and is about five inches in 
length. It was dug up in a vein on Farncomb 
Hill, near Breckenridge, and has been re- 
fused for it. Another equally wonderful 
specimen of this virgin wire gold isa pair of 
drawing compasses, six inches in length, and 
as perfect as though turned out of an instru- 
ment-maker’s shop. nuggets in the fore- 
ground are leaf gold, representing heaps of 
straw, and they weigh from a few ounces to 
two and a half pounds, the weight of the 
largest nugget in the center. At the corners 
on sheets of paper are grains of gold as left 
in the miner’s pan after washing from 

. These represent the thrashed 
These specimens of leaf gold 
a magnifymg glass develop a 
beauty of tracery and outline that geomet- 
rical art could hardly equal. The most grace- 
ful lines, curves, contours are worked out 
as delicately as though done by an engraving 
lathe, and some suggestive and startling pict- 
ures are represented. On one of the nuggets 
isa portrayal of a -placer mining stream, 
miners at work digging and washing in the 
bed of a creek. These outlines are as plain 
and distinct as though made by the pen of an 
Another piece represents a mother 
nursing her child. These delicate traceries 
are all made in the gold by nature’s handi- 
craft, probably by the action of the intense 
heat to which nuggets were at one time 
bjected. 


The second illustration represents a collec- 
tion worth $100,000. The three large bricks 
of gold which were taken from astock of 1,000 
similar bricks that are to be arranged in a 
pyramid at the World’s Fair, weigh each 250 
ounces and are worth, at $20 an ounce, $5,000 
each. The five smaller bricks weigh from fifty to 
100 ounces each. The * nugget in the fore- 
ground was dug upon Silver Heel mountain 
and weighs nine pounds. It is worth about 
$3,000. Noneof the nuggets, which are for 
the greater part guich or water-washed nug- 
gets of solid gold, weigh less than seven 
ounces. The citcular sticks in the foreground 
are weekly ruus from smaller mines and each 
weighs six ounces. The Horn of Plenty is 
represented by.a canvas bag in the back- 
ground. It holas exactly one peck and the 
nuggets are shown pouring from its open 
mouth. They are worth asmall fortune. The 
bricks are weekly and ten-day runs from dif- 
ferent gold mines on Farncomb Hul. The 
pyramid of bricks to be shown at Chicago, 
which will be worth $800,000, will represent a 
single month’s run from the Summit District 
mines, all within five miles of Breckenridge. 

There will be heaps of wes nuggets, solid, 
rich-looking lumps of gold, the yellow metal 
in spots gleaming out of the protecting crusts 
of brown dirt. A bushel or more of these 
alone will be displayed. Then there will be 
nuggets the size of _peara and as large as Sul- 
livan’s fist.

Nowhere eise in the 
world, not even in California in that Golden 
Ewpire’s palmiest days, were such rich and 
varied masses of this gold found as have been 
gathered in the last ten years in the guiches 
and on the mountain sides of the Rockies of 
Summit County.

The Water-Works of Today. 


From such beginnings sprang the present 
magnificent system of water supply, un- 
equaled the world over. Chicago has today 
twenty-five pumping-engines of various types 
and powers, with a capacity of 314,000,000 gal- 
lons of water a day. The daily average con- 
sumption in 1890 was over 154,000,000 gallons, 
and in the summer months over 180,000,000 
gallons a day are pumped. Up to Jan. 1, 1891, 
almost $17,000,000 was expended in the de- 
velopment of the water supply sys- 
tem, the construction of lake and 
land tunnels, of cribs, pumping works 
and breakwaters, and the laying of water- 
pipe; the last item alone costing nearly $10,- 

000. The total water-works income up to 
Jan. 1, 1891, was over $25,000,000, so that in 
addition to the benefit of an abundant supply 
of pure water Chicago has in its water-works 
system an extremely valuable and weil paying 
property. At the same time the cost to the 
consumer has been atly reduced. In 1858, 
when 1,092,000,000 gallons a year were pumped, 
the revenue for 1,000,000 gallons was $93; in 
1890 the amount furnished was multiplied 
more than fifty-fold, and the price had been 
cut down to $389. 

The most prominent and noteworthy feat- 
ure in the development of icago’s water 
system is the means by which the water is ob- 
tained from the lake. The construction of the 
first water-tunnel marked the inauguration of 
a new as in hydraulic engineering, and the 
system has not only been elaborated upon and 
developed in Chicago, but has been copied by 
all other cities situated upon the great 
lakes. The first of these works was begun 
in March, 1864; and water was admitted 
through it March 25,1867. The work was en- 
tirely new in its conception, and many diffi- 
culties had to be overcome in carrying it out. 
This tunnel extends two miles under Lake 
Michigan, from the, North Side pumping

The Four-Mile Tunnel. 

A ‘gigantic work now in progress is the 
new four-mile tunnel, extending fram Peck 
court into the lake. It has two cribs, one two 
miles and a half out, the other four miles from 
shore, and the contract calls for an eight-foot 
diameter. “The work was begun in 1887, but 
has been much interrupted by aiffi- 
culties in the soil arising from = quick- 
sands and soft clay.

Work is also 
being pushed from the four-mile crib shore-

are now at least 1,350 miles of pipe in service, 
Connection is made with over 12,000 fire 
hydrants, and there are 154,000 water-service 
connections with bui in the old city, no 
figures being given for the annexed districts. 
There are corporations in the city which use 
from 15,000,000 to 20,000,000 gallons of water 
per,month. 

Water Department Receipts. 

The receipts of the Water Department from 
all sources during the fiscal year 1890 were 
$2,924,653, of which sum $2,109,508 was de- 
rived from water rates and $439,780 from the 
sale of bonds. The total expenditures were 
$3,323,922, of which $1,319,198 was for exten- 
sion of water pipe service. The bonded debt 
of the whole system, including that incurred by 
the assumption of the debts of Lake, Hyde Park, 
and Lake View, was Jan.1, 1891, $4,988,900. The 
interest on these bonds ranges from 835 to 7 
per cent, but most of those bearing the higher 
rate mature within a few years. During the 
fiscal year rebates to the amount of $17,623 
were made to educational, religious, and char- 
itable institutions, not including those made 
to the Board of Education on account of the 
publie schools. mn 

The consumption of hard coal during the 
year at the various stations was 13,226 tons 
and of soft coal 4,430 tons. It costs $6.75 to 
deliver 1,000,000 gallons of water, the expense 
having been considerably reduced since 1881 
owing to the greater cheapness of fuel. The 
pumpmg machinery puts in ite heaviest 
work from 6 o’clock in the morning until 6 
e’clock in the evening, but works throughout 
the twenty-four hours. 

The system under which water is supplied 
to the consumer is an elaborate one and of de- 
cided interest to all builders and . owners of 
residences or business blocks, manufacturers, 
and householders generally. When a person 
is to erect a new building he submits his plans 
to the authorities and a connection is made 
with the street mains, so that he can obtain 
water for use in constructing the building. 
New buildings are according to their 
frontage and number of stories and the water 
fixtures in them. The Water Assessor has a 
corps of men who assess all new buildings 
and who periodically inspect all buildimgs an 
note all changes and additions made in the 
water fixtures. 

What Chicagoans Pay for Water. 

The tariff of water rates is governed by 
ordinances adopted’ by the City Council in 
July, 1888, which went oe effect May 1, 1884. 
There are two systems charges for water 
supply—that by frontage rates and that by 
meter, Vacant property pays no water rate 
but wherever there is a house on a lot situated 
upon a street on which mains have been laid 
frontage rates are charged, whether water is 
taken or not. In no Case where a meter is 
used can the premises supplied pay ‘less than 
they would be liable to pay if assessed by 
frontage. In fact, meters are only used 
where the consumption is great. OR 

Fhe minimum assessment is on buildings of 
twelve feet frontage or less, which pay $3 per 
annum for one story $1.50 per. story for 
all additional. Every three feet additional 
frontage adds $1 to one-story structures 
and $1.50 for each additional story. Base- 
ments and attics containing finished rooms 
are charged as additional stories, while 
flats. and family ‘hotels occupied by mote 
than one family pay 8 for each, additional 
family. ordin dwellings occupied by 
more than two families pay the same rates. 

The Water Department apparently believes 


in large families, for it allows each family of 
board- | 


twelve persons, including employés 
ers, to come ia on the engl tag, enc pervon 
in excess of the round dozen ‘BO cents 
per year. For sanitary reasons one closet’ and 
one bath-tub to each private dwelling-house are 
included in this rating. Additional charges of 
$3 each are made for extra bath-tubs, etc. If 
steam-heat is used it costs 5 cents for every 
ton of coal consumed} a green- house costs 
from $2 to $6 per annum. and sprinkling hose 
for washing walks and windows costs $3 more. 
Some People Have Special Rates. 
There are special rates for boarding houses, 
hotels, taverns, saloons, etc., based on the ad- 
ditional water fixtures. Blocks and office 
buildings pay $1 a room for all rooms exceed- 
ing twelve in addition to frontage rates. 
Steam engines pay $4 per horse power per 
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cations of this great work connect its shore 
shaft with two new pumping stations—one at 
other at avenue and - Fourteenth street and the 
Indiana Harrison street between Desplaines 
and Halsted streets. 

There are six pumping stations in active 
operation in Chicago. (F these the first place 
must be given to the North Side works, which 
have six engines, with a total capacity of 98,- 
000,000 gallons per day. Four of these are 
condensing beam engines; the other two are 
of the Gaskill type. Every Chicagoan knows 
the North Side pumping-works. which at the 
time of the great fire were the only onesin the 
city. The buildings suffered severely in that 
2 and the machinery was much 
damaged, but the conspicuous water tower 
was spared and all the engines were repaired 
and are still in service, 3 

The West Side pumping-works at Ashland 
avenue and T'wenty-second street have four 
compound condensing m engines, with a 
total capacity of 60,000,000 gallons per day. 
The Hyde Park works at Sixty-eighth street 
have seven engines, with a total capacity of 
53,000,000 gallons. In view of the demands 
made by the World’s Columbian Exposition, 
which is expected to require a supply of 24,- 
000,000 galions a day duri the summer of 
1893, and which will use a large quantity dur-

At the Central Station. 


The central station on West Harrison street, 
near Desplaines, is fitted with two Allis en- 
gines, each of 15,000,000 gallons capacity, but 
so far only one of these has operated at 
atime. The new South Side works at Four- 
teenth street and Indiana avenue have three 
Allis vertical condensing, triple expansion en- 
gines, each of a capacity of 18,000,000 gallons 
whea worked with the full number of boilers, 
or of 15,000,000 galions each twenty-four hours 
when using two-thirds of the boiler power.

The Water Office is 
perhaps the busiest of all departments of the 
public service, and at the time when pay- 
ments are to be made in order to obtain the 
rebate its capacity is overtaxed. There are 
branch offices in Lake, Lake View. and Hyde 
Park, and a proposition has been made to 
establish branches throughout. the city. If 
this is not done it has been proposed to af- 
ford the citizens the same opportunity of 
paying their water assessment at the offices of 
an express company, as is now given them 
with respect to their monthly gas bills.

This pleasant out- 
door labor gave them a degree of health of 
far more value than the money earned. 

Many of the Indian hop-pickers come from 
a reservation of more than 100,000 acres in 
Round Valley, and others belong to a couple 
of rancherias near Ukiah which number sev- 
eral hundreds of these Diggers. y are 
comparatively civilized, at least they no long- 
er wander about in puris naturalibus, as they 
frequently did less than fifteen years ago. 
The men wear the common dress of country 
laborers, and the females disport themselves 
in calicoes of phenomenal shades and patterns, 
with resplendent kerchiefs holding down their 
coarse, snaky locks. A majority of them con- 
tent themselves hirmg out to the farmers, 
though a few of the more intelligent have 
ranches of their own. A hop plantation on 
the Russian River is owned by two young 
Diggers, who bought the place by paying 
down $2,000 and giving a mortgage of $8,000 
for the remainder due. Fortunately the next 
year’s crop of hops brought 35 cents per pound 
and the Indians were thus enabled to pay off 
the entire mortgage the first season.

ONE OF WASHINGTON’S LIFE GUARDS. 


Jonathan Moore, the Only Revolutionary 
Soldier Who Died in Indiana. 


Cotrumsavus, Ind., Dec. 10.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—At Sharon, a missionary Baptist 
church in the eastern part of this (Bartholo- 
mew) county, is one of the oldest graveyards 
n this part of the State. The only Revolu- 
tionary soldier known to have died in Indiana 
is buried there. His name was Jonathan 
Moore. He was for ten years a resident of 
this county, and many of the oldest citizens 
remember him and his many peculiarities 
well. His grave is now marked, as it has 
been since his death, by a thin slab of what 
was once polished white marble, but which 
has long ago tarnished and become black 


with mold and moss which has grown over it. 


The stone which marks the resting-place of 
this Revolutionary hero is but two feet high 
and cracked by the frost of many winters. 
Upon this stone is carved the following in- 
scription, which is historical in construction:

By the side of this Revolutionary hero is the 
grave of Elizabeth Moore, his wife, who died 
in her 95th year. Moore enlisted in the Revo- 
lutionary War shortly after the selection of 
Gen. Washington es Commander-in-Chief, and 
was a private for two years, after which he 
was chosen as one of Washington’s life 
guards, a position he held until the independ- 
ence of the United States was acknow! d 
by the mother country. In this service his 
duties were not always pleasant, and in anum- 
ber.of cases he 8 some arduous tasks 
to aid Gen. Washington, being one of tho 
men who were with him in the boat whon he 
crossed the Delaware River, floating with ice, 
and surprised and captured 1,000 Hessian 
soldiers. From the beginning to the close of 
that memorable struggle Moore was with the 
leaders of it, and from the time he was chosen 
as a life guard of Washington until that Gen- 
eral sheathed his sword and surrendered his 
high commission to the power which had 
vested him. with its authority he never fal- 
tered.

My son, the great and wise King Solomon 
once remarked that the wise man's eyes are 
in his head,” and on anether occasion he 
called attention to the fact that the eyes of a 
tool are in the ends of the earth.” King 
Solomon had a most irreverent way of speak - 
ing about fools that would have made it po- 
litical suicide for him to seek a nomination 
for any office in the gift of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance in these days, but nathless, he smote the 
tenpenny onthe right end every time he 
brought down the hammer. 

Perceive, my boy, that Solomon commends 
a man for wisdum in doing a most common- 
place thing.

Why must 1 die?’ and 
each great mythus has spoken the grand fact that 
beyond this 2 even in this life—a new life 
bas arisen which shall not die; that animal exist- 
ence is not the end of life, but that man is aspirit

estiny. 

In every such truly great mythus are two ele- 
ments easily discerned—the sensible and the super- 
sensible. tach mythus describes a material 
world easily comprehended by the senses, but at 
the same time it transforms it into an image of 
the spiritual world which cannot be grasped by 
4 ical senses, 

2 e great religious books are mythical in 
this sense of the wo All the supreme poems of 
the world are mythical. Indeed, their chief value 
lies in the fact that they picture forth truth that 
can be understood in no other way by the average 
human mind. The mythus is not the work of any 
one man. It is the outgrowth of the aspirations 
of the spiritual longings of a nation, of a race, o 


an age. 
u Usually the great soul utters the word which 
Jas been in the heart of his people long before his 
oming, and he then is recognized as the hero, 
the poet, the prophet, the seer, the leader of his 
nation. Not of his nation alone but of the suc- 
ry also. Such men have not 4 
and felt the spiritual lifeof man to bea living 
reality, but in some way have gone into the other 
world and have returned to te ir ple of 
5 Such men were Ulysses, Eneas, St. John, and 


ante. 
Thus we see that the divine comedy is but a 
of the Mythus of the 


blood, by 


before Dante was most closely allied b 
culture, and by sympathy with the Etruscan 
the Greeks, and the Romans. Each of these ha 
its own view of the future world. Each partook 
deeply of the Mythus of the Apocalypse and de- 
veloped it in its own way. 

Then followed the tracing out of the 
Etruscan idea of immortality by means of 
tombs and other relics, in the midst of which 
Dante’s everyday life was passed. In speak- 
of the molding influence which Greek 
seership had exercised upon the poet, the 
lecturer said that the great thoughts of 
Homer and Plato had the closest spiritual 
kinship with Dante. The Greek poet and 
philosopher had, each in his own way, written 
the Mythus of the Apocalypse—had uttered 
the word which had uncovered the future to 
his race. 

The lecture continued : 

Though it is at 2 doubtful as to whether 
Dante ever read Homer at first hand he neverthe- 
ess tic preéminence, as he 
places him before Virgil in the Inferno and 
speaks of him as the sovereign poet.” How- 
ever, the great point of relationship is the resem- 
blance between the descent of Ulysses into Hades. 
as described in the eleventh book of Odyssey, and 
Dante’s own journey into the other 2 We 
feel the intellectual brotherhood of the two at 
once. It was Quinet who first called Divine 
Comedy a Christian Odyssey. 

Of all expounders of immortality Plato is prob- 
ably the greatest. Around him more than any 
one man the ideas ofthe futare state cluster for 
oympethy and defense. Over and over again has 

hristian world drawn from him weapons of 
warfare and consolations of faith. 

Dante is fully conscious of the Roman element 
in his great concevtion as he takes Virgil to be 
his guide and lovingly calls him master. The 
sixth book of the Ainsid in all probability sug- 
— the poetic form of the Divine Comedy. 

though, owing to the new and powerful ele- 
ment of the Christian religion which entered 
into the latter, the two cannot be well compared 
as to depth or significance. , 

Then followed an analysis of the descent of 
ZEneas into Hades, and a comparison of this 
Latin poem with the Christian poem of 
Dante. Next was taken up the Apocalypse of 
the New Testament as 1 by St. John. 

Mr. Snyder continued: 

There is no doabt that the New Testament re- 
ceived the idea of the future state as ah innerit- 
ance of the ages. Oriental, Greek, Roman ideas 
of immortality were taken u 

urified, deepened, and transfigured. Christian- 
ty alone has solved the problem of ,death. The 
heathen world, with all its poetry, all its philoso- 
phy, could not utter tha shout: O, death, where 
1s th O, grave, where is thy victory!” 
Dante’s poem is the bloom of the Christian’s 
thought after nearly thirteen centuries of Chris- 
tian oi Ation.

The recent riot at Tchernigoff, in which 
many have lost their lives, is not deemed en- 
couraging. Dr. E. G. Hirsch, the Chicago 
rabbi and student of Jewish letters and life, is 
firm in this opinion. 

“ The injustice suffered by the Jews in Rus- 
sia has reached its apotheosis, said Dr. 
Hirsch. “All the outside legislation, resolu- 
tions, emotional writing, and agitation of 
whatever description may make their condi- 
tion worse but never can make it better. War 


and famine, however horrible in the abstract, 


may in case of the Jews in Russia prove a ben- 
ison. Any provision tending to ameliorate the 
condition of the Russian Jews must come from 
within and not outside the despetism of Rus- 
sia. A European war might help them. The 
terrible famine now overshadowing the Czar’s 
domain will, in the first instance, prove a 
hardship for the unprotected 3,000,000 Jews in 


Russia. For two years the crops have failed 


and exports have boen forb.dden from every 
port in Russia. 
"a Horses Used for Food. 

“When it was first known that horses 
were not to be shipped from Russia upon 
any pretext whatever it was generally. 
surmised that the edict from St. Petersburg 
was a war measure. 1 tind from German 
papers that such was not the case. It was 
fear of famine. Even now horses are being 
bought and slaughtered and sold for food 
along the frontiers. In some of the more des- 
olate sections the N have been hunted out 
tor canibalism. It is almost impossible to 
picture the state of the entire empire. In the 
first place the trackless wastes of 
interior Russia are unconnected by any 
adequate system of transportation. If want 
exists in one province and plenty in another, 
the one must fast and the other feast. Even 
in thriving times the empire is dotted with 
starving colonies, To penetrate into the snow- 
enshrouded regions of Central Russia is a 
brave undertaking even for an experienced 
traveler, andeven with the public granaries 
and warehouses forged with adundance 
thousands of people may starve daily in the 
dismembered settlements that stretch in 
ragged lines from the Baltic to the Black Sea. 

But the public graineries are empty. 
This is now almost a known fact throughout 
Europe. With forebodings of a continental 
war the Czar’s Ministers of War bought u 
every bushel of grain for sale to be sto 
away pending a possible war and failure of 
crops. This has been going on for the past 
two years. The granaries were reported over- 
stocked, and vouchers showed millions of 
bushela more than the public warehouses 
could hold. Then came the famine, and with 
it a terrible revelation. The millions 
of bushels of grain were only on paper. The 
vouchers shqwed the purchases made 
and investigation proved the warehouses were 
almost empty. ‘Some of the Czar’s trusted 
officers had been keeping the price in their 
pockets, but increasing the visible supply of 
grain as often as purchases were ordered. 
Affairs in Europe would nut permit Russia to 
make known its wants. If its people were 
starving it must keep quiet. Official robbery 
— bribery were veiled in a general persecu- 
10n. i 
Most of the 3,000,000 Jews in Russia are 
worse than poor. Under the laws they are 
not allowed to engage in agricultural pursuits, 
or even live in dhe rural districts. Without food 
or the purchase price thereof, on them must 
first fall the effect of any scarcity in the food 
supply. 

Everything Blamed on the Jews. 

It is the custom in Russia to blame every- 
thing on the Jews. As in the middle ages in 
cases of plague they were accused of poison- 
ing the springs and cisterns, and hence mas- 
sacred, so now in Russia would they be made 
to suffer as the cause of famine in much 
same way. The Russian Jew has all the obli- 
gations without one nittance of the meager 
protection vouchsafed his other subjects 
by the Czar. With desolation m the 
country and famine in the city. Jews will be 
pillaged of anything they may have and those 
whoa have nothing either killed or driven out 
as a politic measure to decrease the number 
of crying and starving mouths.

PHENOMENA OF THE VAUDEVILLE. 


Why Are There No Specialty Performers 
of American Birth? 

It has been a subject of wonder to those 
who have given no more than passing thought 
to the matter why among the phenomena of 
the vaudeville and specialty performers of the 
country there are none ef American birth. 
For a number of years all of the aerial. as 
well as ground acts of a gymnastic and salta- 
torial Order that have been of wonderful or 
surprising nature or that have partaken large- 
ly novelty have been performed by artists of 
foreign birth and training. England, Ger- 
many, and France have contributed most of 
these performers. During the lastfour years 
a craze for specialty performances has char- 
acterized the fickle American public, the bet- 
ter the entertainments of that order having 
been the most profitable in the theatrical 


profession. For this reason several managers 


entered into competition for the purpose of
